Report Of Committee On Baptist Faith 


The 1962 session of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
meeting in San Francisco, California, adopted the follow- 
ing motion. ; 

“Since the epee: of the Committee on Statement of 
Baptist Faith and Message was adopted in 1925, there 
have been various statements from time to time which 

‘- have been made, but no overall statement which might 
be helpful at this time as suggested in Section 2 of that 
report, or introductory statement which might be used 
as an interpretation of the 1925 Statement. 

“We recommend, therefore, that the president of 
this Convention be requested to call a meeting of the 
men now serving as presidents of the various state Con- 
ventions that would qualify as a member of the Southern 
Baptist Convention committee under Bylaw 18 to present 
to the Convention in Kansas City some similar statement 
which shall serve as information to the churches, and 
which may serve as guidelines to the various agencies 
of the Southern Baptist Convention. It is understood 
that any poup or individyals may approach this com- 
mittee to be of service. The expenses of this committee 
shall be borne by the Convention Operating Budget.” 

Your committee thus constituted begs leave to pres- 
ent its report as follows: 


Throughout its work your committee has been consci- | 


ous of the contribution made by the statement of “The 


Baptist Faith And Message” adopted by the Southern Bap- |- 


tist- Convention in 1925. It quotes with approval its affir- 
mation that “Christianity is supernatural in its origin and 
history. We repudiate every theory of religion which de- 
nies the supernatural elements’in our faith.” 
Furthermore, it concurs in the introductory “statement of 
the historic Baptist conception of the nature and function of con- 
fessions of faith in our religious and denominational life . . .” It 
is, therefore, quoted in full as part of this report to the Conven- 
tion. 
“(1) That they constitute a consensus of opinion of some 
Baptist body, large or small, for the general instruction 
and guidance of our own people and others concerning 
.those articles of the Christian faith which are most 
surely held among us. They are not-intended to add 
anything to the simple conditions of salvation revealed 


: and faith in Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
“(2) ; 


As in the past so in the future Baptists should hold 
themselves free to revise their statements of faith -as 
may seem to them wise and expedient at any time. 

“(3) That any group of Baptists, large or small, have the in- 
herent right to draw up for themselves and publish to 
the world a confession of their faith whenever they 
may think it advisable to do so. 


(4) That the sole authority for faith and practice among! 


Baptists is the Scriptures of the-Old and New Testa- 


ments. Confessions are only guides in interpretation, | 


having no authority over the conscience. . 

“(5) That they are statements of religious convictions, drawn 
from the Scriptures, and are not to be used to hamper 
freedom of thought or investigation in other realms of 
life.” ; 

The 1925 Statement recommended “the New Hampshire Con- 
fession of Faith, revised at certain points, and with some addi- 
tional articles growing out of certain needs. . .” Your present 
committee has adopted the same pattern. It has sought to build 
upon the structure of the 1925 Statement, keeping in mind the 
“certain needs” of our generation. At times it has reproduced

concisely. In no case has it sought to delete from or to add to, 


the basic contents of the 1925 Statement. 


Baptists are a people who profess a living faith. This faith | 


is rooted and grounded in Jesus Christ who is “the same yester- 


day, and to-day, and for ever.” Therefore, the sole authority for | 


faith and practice among Baptists is Jesus Christ whose will is 
revealed in the Holy Scriptures. 

A living faith must experience a growin 
truth and must be continually interpreted 
needs of each new generation. Throughout their history Baptist 
bodies, both large and small, have issued statements of faith 
which comprise a consensus of their beliefs.

Mark 11:1 to 12:12 
We -have come to a major 
turning point in the Gospel of 
Mark. Chapter 11 marks the 
beginning —of 
Passion Week. 
Jesus was en- 
tering: into 
the very shad- 


ow of the 
cross. We can 
well humble 


s ourselves in 
revere n- 
t ial wonder 
and spiritual reflection as we 
study the dramatic events 
leading up to the crucifixion. 
Our larger Bible lesson tells 
of the triumphal entry on Sun- 
day, the cleansing of the Tem- 
ple on Monday, and the first 
of a series of captious ques- 
tions directed to Jesus by the 
chief priests and scribes and 
elders on Tuesday. The crucial 
issue in these events had to 
do with who Jesus was and 
with the nature and ‘Source of 
his authority. 2 

The need for authority is set 
d-ep in a person’s life. With- 
out it, there is no final voice 
as to duty, no source of refer- 
ence for moral practice, no 
value to claim supreme <alleg- 
jance, and no center around 
|which to build life’s purpose. 
Without authority, life be- 
comes chaos. In the a rity 
of Christ, life is made frée. 

The Lesson Explained, 
AUTHORITY ‘IN ACTION 
(vv. 15-18) 

Having spent the night in 
Bethany, Jesus came to the 
Temple—almost certainly on 
Monday. What a scene con- 
fronted Jesus! The place de- 
signed to be the house of God, 
designed for prayer and wor- 
ship, had been tur into a 
place of merchandise, a verit- 
able den of thieves. Traders 
and money - changers had so 
filled the court of the Gentiles 
that it was impossible for non- 
Jews to have any access to the 
only part of the Temple they 
were permitted to enter. Jesus’ 
righteous wrath expressed it- 
self in vigorous but appropriate 
action. He drove out the greedy 
exploiters of worship and over- 
threw their tables and seats. He 
rebuked the shameful desecra- 
tion which was changing the 
house of prayer into a market- 
Place of thievery.. What Jesus 
did require.courage, strength 
of personality, and a holy pas- 
sion fot spiritual values. He 





never effeminate though infin- 
itely gentle. His indignation 
against evil was the expression 
of his divine holiness. 

By cleansing the Temple

was no weakling; he was!

over the Temple. He identified 
himself with God the Father 
and claimed lordship over the 
Temple. He thus declared him- 
self to be the rightful object 
of worship. It was the impli-' 
cation of these claims. that 
aroused the scribes andthief 
priests to deterraimgtion for 
Jesus’ destruction. REE 
AUTHORITY IN QUESTION 
(vv. 27-28) * ae 
As Jesus was walking in the 
Temple, the chief priests and 
scribes and elders challenged 
Him with the” question; “By 
what auhority doest thou these 
things?’’ They had been smart- 
ing under the rebuke involved 
in his driving the traders from 
the Temple. They resented his 
demonstration of authority 
over the Temple. In the eyes 


of the Sanhedrin, Jesus was 
not even an accredited teach- 
er. What right had h¢ to inter- 
rupt the religious profiteering 
in the Temple? What kind of 


authority was he claiming? 
From whom did he obtain it? 


The representatives of the San- 


hedrin had no real interest in 
learning about the authority « 
Jesus as a basis for faith in 
him. They hated him for his 
good works because their own 
works were evil. 
AUTHORITY FROM GOD 
(vv. 29-33) - 
Jesus refused to answer the 
question of the religious lead- 
lers directly. Instead, he put a 
| question to them. His purpose 
|was to expose their unwilling- 
ness to recognize that his au- 
thority came from God. He 
asked them about the baptism 
of John, whether it was from 
heaven or of men. They saw 
the point all too clearly. If they 
had admitted that John was 
| truly a prophet from God, they 
would have had to acknow- 
ledge John's testimony. that 
Jesus was the Messiah from 
heaven. They would not admit 
that. And they were afraid to 
|say that John was not a proph- 
jet of God because the people 


generally had accepted the, 


Baptist as a prophet indeed. 
| With cowardly fear of the peo- 
|ple and hardened unbelief to 
|ward Jesus, they refused to 
answer his question. There- 
fore, Jesus would not answer 
their question about his 
|authogity. He was driving them 
{to face an undeniable.. fact, 
that he was the Son of God. 
But they would not face it. 
Truths te Live By 
Christ is the answer to man’s 
|need for authority.—Every per- 
son needs a unifying center of 
control. Without such, a person 
finds himself in a chaos of 
frustration, Some persons turn

others to the dominant will of 



























to the authority of the state, 


some stronger personality, oth- 
ers to the authority of a creed 


or code of action, and others to |’ 


a church or system of faith. 
The unhappy aspect of this 
quest for authority is that so 
many persons tum to a 
source of authority which is 
limited or corrupted or. irre- 
sponsible. No man-made creed 
can be perfect. No parent or 
priest or human leader has 
either sufficient wisdom or suf- 
ficient virtue to be the source 
of authority for others. There 
is but one adequate answer to 
the need for authority: that is 
Christ. To. him we may look-for 
the final word about moral 
conduct or ethical duty or hu- 
man values or concepts of 
faith. é 

Freedom is found under the 
authority of Christ.—When we 
submit to him as Lord, we 
find that we are set free. There 
is no restriction from any good 
thing but only from that which 
binds and enslaves us. Free- 
dom is never found in unre- 
Strained liberty but in discip- 
lined action. When we acknow- 
Tedge the authority of Christ, 
we are in harmony with the 
moral nature of the universe 
and the eternal sovereignty of 
God. To accept the authority 
of Christ leads to the freedom 
of obedience. To reject his au- 
thority leads to the slavery of 
rebellion. - - 

The authority of Christ is the 
expression of perfect holiness. 
|—We are not to think of his 
authority simply in terms of 
omnipotent power. We are to 
conceive it primarily in keep- 
ing with his own nature of 
righteousness, turth, and love. 


When his authority allows per- 


secution or affliction, it is stil) 
the expression of perfect wis 
dom and love. When. the 


| authority of Christ calls for the 


greatest sacrifice or imposes 
the severest task, it expresses 
a purpose of grace that leads 
to something eternally good.
